TO MEDIATE MATTER 


OF FREEDOM OF SEA 


Ambassador sr Bernstorff 

Will Tell Secretary Lan- 
sing Today That Such 
Was Intention of Last 
Note From Berlin.

The German ambassador for several 
days has been anxious to see Secretary 
Lansing, but the secretary expressed a 
preference not to discuss the German 
reply until he had examined it careful- 
ly. Today Mr. Lansing met the am- 
bassador casually at a club and set to- 
morrow for the conference. 

Count von Bernstorff is confident his 
government emphasized in the last note 
its willingness to work “hand in hand” 
with the American government for the 
establishment of the freedom of the 
seas principle with the express purpose 
of entering into negotiations now on 
the entire question of maritime war- 
fare. He sent through Dr. Anton My- 
er-Gerhard, the suggestion that. the 
note should contain such an intimation. 

Will Accept Mediation. 

Having followed his suggestions, the 
ambassador is certain his government 
will accept a tender of good offices for 
the mediation of the dispute. This 
would involve an acceptance by Great 
Britain of the services of the United 
States as mediator to bring about ter- 
mination of the British reprisal—the 
order in council—as well as German 
submarine attacks on merchantmen. 

Officials of the American government 
in the last few days have heard reports 
concerning possible mediation of the 
question, but always have indicated 
that negotiations along such lines could 
be begun only if there were assurances 
that German submarine commanders in 
the meantime woiwd be guided by the 
principles for which the United States 
is contending—that Americans on un- 
armed ships which.do not resist cap- 
ture be not endangered. In official 
German quarters here, however, em- 
phasis is placed on the fact that Ger- 
many in the last month has not tor- 
pedoed even enemy ships without warn- 
ing and that this practice probably 
will be continued. In support of this 
confidence German officials drew at- 
tention today to a statement given out 
by the Overseas News agency, an of- 
ficial gency, in Berlin yesterday, which 
said: 

Less of Life Small. 

“The loss of human life was remark- 
ably small, the submarines using every 
precaution and giving ample warning 
and time for crews to leave their ships 
if no resistance was attempted.” 

Officials here who read the state- 
ment admitted that if this practice was 
continued, the principles for which the 
United States asked assurances in its 
note of June 9 would be complied with 
to a large extent. 

While temporary abandonment of the 
practice of attacking either American 
or belligerent vessels without warning 
has considerably lessened tension in 
Washington, the treatment the Ameri- 
can government will give to the Lusi- 
tania case in its next note is causing 
much concern even in German quarters. 
It is not believed the German ambassa- 
dor will discuss that phase with Secre- 
tary Lansing tomorrow, but he is said 
to believe his government would not 
oppose further negotiations over the 
sinking of the Lusitania. 


Wilson Busy on Note. 

Cornish, N. H., July 15.—President 
Wilson today began to outline defi- 
nitely the position he believes the 
United States must assume as a re- 
sult of the last note from Germany 
on submarine warfare. Just how dras- 
tic this position would be could not 
be learned here.

The following set of resolutions, in- 
troduced by Dr. James N. Ellis, when 
read by Dr. M. lL.

“Resolved, first, That Atlanta needs the 
‘Hospital Spirit;’ 

“Secondly, That the Fulton County Med- 
ical Society thank the following named gen- 
tlemen for their addresses of the evening on 
‘The Conditions and Needs of the Grady 


Hospital,’ Dr. Summerall, Councilman Mc- 
Cord, Wade Harding, trustee of Grady, and 


. WwW. P. Nicolson. 

“Thirdly, That the Fulton County Medical 
Society, through the public press, call the 
attention of the city to the imperative needs 
of the Grady hospital. Grady cannot meet 
the demands of the people. It is overcrowd- 
ed and lacks space and facilities; 

“Fourthly, That the Grady hospital needs 
a minimum of $500,000 for immediate im- 
provements to meet the Gaily demands of 
suffering sick people; 

“Fifthly, That these resolutions be trans- 
mitted to the daily press and to the mayor 
and general council.”’ 

Secretary Boyd stated that there were 
about 75 physicians in the hall, ten of 
whom left the room before a vote was 
called on the resolutions. Of the 66 
remaining physicians, 44 voted. 

Roberts Is Pleased. 

President Roberts highly commended 
the action of his fellow physicians. 

“IT am pleased to see my fellow-physi- 
clans take a stand in favor of Grady 
hospital,” he said. “‘Bettering Grady 
means bettering humanity, and there 
should be no politics in the matter. All 
physicians are agreed as to the impera- 
tive needs of this great institution.” 

Those speaking in favor of bonds for 
Grady were Dr. W. B. Summerall, Wade 
Harding, Dr. Foster, Councilman J. L. 
McCord, Dr. Frank Boland, Dr. M. T. 
Davis and Dr. James N. Ellis. 

The following doctors declared them- 
selves opposed to Grady bonds if pri- 
vate pay wards were not abolished:

Councilman McCord, who is on gen- 
eral council’s hospital bond committee, 
which has approved a bond issue of 
$200,000 for Grady, explained that if 
the pay wards were abolished and im- 
provements voted for Grady the added 
expense would impoverish Grady hos- 
pital and force the institution to con- 
tinually be a drain on the city treas- 
ury.

ENGLAND 10 LIMIT 
EXPORT OF COTTON 


Purposes to Hold Neutral 
Countries to Amount of 
Actual Need—Not to Be 
Made Contraband. 


London, July 15.—The British gov- 
ernment hopes very shortly to limit 
the export of cotton to neutral coun- 
tries to precise amount of actual need. 

The Marquis of Crewe, lord president 
of the council and liberal leader in 
the house of lords, made an announce- 
ment to this effect in the upper house 
this afternoon. 

The Marquis of Crewe statement 
was made in reply to a series of ques 
tions by Baron Charnwood regarding 
the supply of cotton and other material 
through netural countries to Germany, 
and whether the government had found 
that the measures taken since March 
last were effective, 

The real question, he thought, was 
whether it was advisable to add cotton 
to the contrabrand list.

BUILDING GEORGIA. 

Savannah has called a meeting of promi- 
nent Georgians from many sections of the 
state, to be held at Tybee Island, Saturday, 
July 24, “for the purpose of discussing the 
practical phases of the agricultural develop- 
ment of Georgia.” 

As the invitation, which carries with it 
personally signed indorsement from Gov- 
ernor Nat E. Harris, clearly shows, the occa- 
sion of the meeting is a business proposi- 
tion—one of the biggest and most important 
business questions which, today, confronts 
this state. ' 

Therein is one strong inducement for 
every Georgian invited to attend, and an- 
other is the provéfbial hospitality of Savan- 
nah, noted far beyond.the limits of the 
state, especially when extended over the 
signatures of the mayor and the president 
of the Savannah Board of Trade. 

Every Georgian who atténds this gather- 
ing is, therefore, assured in advance of a 
profitable and a pleasant occasion, and, more 
than that, an opportunity to share in a big 
constructive movement that will probably 
be set on foot for the benefit of the entire 
state. 

Georgia’s need for more good farmers, 
how to get them, what the railroads are 
doing and what they will do to make diver- 
sified farming profitable, the ultimate effect 
of the European war upon the cotton indus- 
try, and, of particular ‘importance and in- 
terest, the Southern Settlement and Devel- 
opment Organization, its plans and pur- 
poses, and what it can do for the state, are 
among the leading propositions presented 
for consideration, this organization having 
been invited to extend the scope of its 
operations to this state. 

The capstone of the proposed meeting is 
the question of organizing within this state 
@ branch or division of the Southern Settle- 
ment and Development Organization for the 
purpose of bringing here in the most prac- 
tical way the best obtainable agricultural 
producers, men whose yearly efforts will 
add materially to the aggregate of wealth in 
this state. 

Among the distinguished guests at the 
Savannah meeting will be President S. Da- 
vies Warfield, who was really the father 
of the organization, and through whose 
efforts and those of his associates it is rap- 
4dly becoming a power in the upbuilding of 
the south.’ 

The association is incorporated under the 


laws of Maryland, which state gave it out- 


right the sum of $30,000 to be devoted to 
development not ,alone in that state, but 
throughout the south; and its announced 
charter purposes are to make a thorough 
and scientific study of the resources and 
possibilities of all the southern states from 
Maryland through Texas, and the best prac- 
tical methods of developing them. 

In the charter granted by the Maryland 
legislature, it is set forth that it shall not 
be one of its objects to make money for 
{tself or its members, and its objects and 
purposes are thus specifically set forth: 


1. To make a thorough and scientific 
study of the rgsources and possibilities 
of the states of Alabama, Arkansas, 
Florida, Georgia, Kentucky, Louisiana, 
Maryland, Mississippi, Missouri, North 
Carolina, Oklahoma, South Carolina, Ten- 
nessee, Texas, Virginia and West Vir- 
ginia, and the best practical methods 
of developing same. 

9 To direct public attention, both 
in this and in other countries, to the 
resources and possibilities of said 
states, and more especially to the im- 
mense area of unimproved land therein. 

$. To attract into said states capi- 
talists, investors and desirable immi- 
grants, and more especially experi- 
enced) farmers and agricultural la- 
borers. : 

4. To encourage by every practical 
means the establishing in the several 
states named of the south, by said 
states or otherwise, bureaus of agri- 
culture and immigration bureaus for 
the purpose of disseminating reliable 
information regarding the resources 
and possibilities of said states. 

5. To establish and maintain, so far 
as practical, a co-operation between 
the United States government, the gov- 
ernments of the several states named, 
the railroad and transportation com- 
panies, commercial bodies, real estate 
men, and members of the said South- 
ern Settlement and Development Or- 
ganization, in placing the southern 
country properly before the people of 
the world. : 


6. To secure from the United States

AN UNJUST MEASURE. 

The senate bill proposing to prohibit 
white teachers from teaching negroes is 
amazing in this day of twentieth century 
civilization, when more than at any time in 
the south’s history she is more surely work- 
ing out what has been called her race 
problem. 

Georgia has laws which well protect her 
against the amalgamation of the races; 
against the attendance of white and negro 
children upon the same school, and any 
legislation against negroes teaching in 


schools for white people is unnecessary, for: 


that will never be attempted nor counte- 


'nanced in Georgia. 


But the law which proposes to make ita 


ogre crime for a white teacher to help make a 


better citizen of the negro would put Geor- 
gia in the absurd attitude of sending her 
preachers and her teachers, .her sons and 
her daughters to foreign lands to do mis- 
sionary work among barbarous and semi- 
barbarous people, when the descendants of 
a race of these very people constitute a 
large part of Georgia’s population—that 
part which brands her with a disgraceful 
quota of illiteracy. 

Beyond the educational and racial disad- 
vantages of the proposed law to the negro, 
the very principle of it is directly opposed 
to the law of the Great Teacher, who ad- 
monished, “Go and preach the gospel to all 
men!” Only misguided emissaries of our 
civilization in the south today would turn 
the negro adrift to develop his worst fea- 
tures without the guidance of those to whom 
they have learned to look for help for their 
first lessons in racial growth. 

We have taught them this faith in the 
white man as their best friend, and their 
own leaders—the leaders of the negro race 
—are teaching them this same doctrine. 

In the old south it was the noblest type 
of the womanhood who taught the negro in 
his most dependent period, in the plantation 
Sunday school. The very women who gave 
to the confederacy the heroes of that cause 
taught the black man and his children the 
gospel of Christ, and their first lessons in 
family unity and the care of the home. 

For fifty years these lessons have borne 


‘fruit in the best element of southern ne- 


eroes; borne fruit in the care the negro nurse 
has given the white child; in the service he 
hag rendered in the home and the field, and 
it is these same lessons which have been 
handed down as the basic knowledge upon 
which the negro of today has builded his 
first racial standards. 

If this medium is suddenly cut off from 
the negro by law, from what source can we 
expect his allegiance or fidelity to be con- 
tinued? What help can we be to him as 
the domestic servant, the intelligent field 
laborer, the skillful artisan-or the law- 
abiding citizen if the white man is no longer 
allowed to impart his message to the negro 
through the medium of the teacher and the 
school? 

Some of our people have fought the idea 
of higher education for negroes, ‘or the 
training that would equip him to teach his 
own race. But now if the white man can 
no longer direct or teach the negro even 
along proscribed lines, how can a harmoni- 
ous understandng between the two races 
continue or even exist? 

How can the churches continue their 
praiseworthy work of teaching the negroes 
if the white teachers are prohibited from 
approaching them? 

How can we hope to better the conditions 
of the negroes or help them to help them- 
selves if our only legal mode of direction 
would be through*the criminal courts, the 
jails and the convict camps? 

We complain of the burden of the illit- 
erate negro, of his unmoral standards and 
bis shiftlessness, but if we cut off from him 
the message the white teacher can give to 
him in the future, as he has in the past, 
we bring a new and very dangerous phase 
of the race problem upon us. 

The general assembly should weigh well 
the principle involved in the proposed law 
as well as its literal interpretation. There 
is more than the educational or racial dis- 
advantages of the negro concerned—the 
state’s attitude toward civilization and hu- 
manity is involved. 

If Georgia enacts such a law she places 
herself in the attitude of repudiating every 
form of mission work in home or foreign 
fields. 

She virtually refuses the dependent race 
in the state the message of civilization for 
which. the white man stands. 

The principle of such action would re- 
flect upon every one of the thousands of 
godly men and women of the superior races 
who have so nobly sacrificed their very 
lives since Christianity was charged with 
the duty of “preaching the gospel to all 


men. 
Let us hope that we have already heard 


the last of this unjust and ungenerous 
measure. :

The only basis upon whicli- Georgia can 
have her own line of foreign ships is to 
exempt them from taxation. Other states 
grant this exemption not only to their home- 
owned vessels in foreign trade, but to those 
of other states. The consequence is all the 
Georgia-owned vessels now carrying foreign 
commerce are registered in New York, 
where they are exempt. 

Here it is only asked that the exemption 
shall apply when the vessels in question 
are Georgia-owned; and the bill providing 
amendment to the state constitution for this 
purpose has recently come from the house 
committee on constitutional amendments 
with unanimously favorable report. 

The passage of this bill and its approval 
at the polls will not take a single dollar 
away from Georgia's income. These vessels 
are not taxed now, because they are regis- 
tered in other states which do not exact a 
tax from them; and they will remain so 
registered unless Georgia sees fit to remove 
the legal obstacle to Georgia registration. 

On the contrary, the enactment of this 
law will have an immediate tendency, as the 
result of establishing shipping headquarters 
and ship repair yards at the ports: of the 
state, to bring in that much more property 
for ad valorem taxation, 

It is the simplest matter in the.world for 
the owners of these vessels .to continue 
their New York registration, and still have 
the same access to and privileges of the 
Georgia ports, which every vessel engaged 
in the foreign trade now enjoys. But they 


are Georgians and are patriotic enough to | 
' 


want to make this their home state in busi- 
ness as it is their home state in fact. 

Absolutely the only question involved in 
the pending measure is whether the legisla- 
ture will permit them to make Georgia the 
home state of their foreign trade line; 
whether Georgia shall take advantage of the 
opportunity to have vessels sailing abroad 
under her own registration or permit them 
to be added to the long and increasing lists 
of vessels sailing under the colors of more 
generous states. 

The state could not lose a penny, but 
would be the gainer by the enactment of 
the bill; its only possible loss can come 
through failure of the legislature to pass it.

Senator Persons defended his meas- 
ures, Stating that axiomatically the 
state of Georgia has a monopoly s80 
long as she owns the W. & A. “I had 
rather sell you tomorrow the state 
railroad at 25 per cent lesg than what 
you might confess it to be worth, than 
to grant such a charter,” declared 
Senator Persons. “I want the state at 
least to hold what she’s got until she 
finds out just ‘where she is at,’ to use 
a political phrase. It is not a ques- 
tion of monopoly, but a question as 
to whether Georgia ought not to take 
time and sensibly dispose of her own 
property. If you grant this charter 
I’m afraid Georgia’s bonds won't self 
as high as they did last time.”

Hardly had, his bill for a constitu- 
tional amendment been adopted by the 
senate before President Persons began 
work on the passage of his bill pro- 
viding for a statutory amendment to 
the same effect. He spoke before a 
joint meeting of the Western and At- 
lantic committees of the house and 
senate Thursday afternoon. The com- 
mittees will meet again at 8:30 o’clock 
this morning: the senate committee will 
probably vote on the bill then. 

In defending his proposition, Sena- 
tor Persons made a brief argument, 
mainiy answering some points which 
had been raised by Attorney Jack J. 
Spalding, who appeared before’ the 
committee in behalf of the railroads 
seeking a charter for a parallel track. 
Attorney Alex King also spoke for the 
railroads, 

Reviews Western and Atlantic History. 

Mr. Spalding reviewed the history of 
the Western and Atlantic, showing the 
policy and precedent of former legis- 
latures. He stated emphatically that 
neither the Louisville and Nashville nor 
the North Georgia Mineral rallroad 
had made any overtures to any legisla- 
tor in regard to the subject under dis- 
cussion. “We have waited,” said Mr. 
Spalding, “until fair and impartial in- 
formation could be accorded to all. Let 
us discussit asa business. proposition, 
regardless of the excitement that the 
press has stirred up. In this spirit I 
am glad to accept your invitation for 
a calm, dispassionate, business discus- 
sion, without prejudice or bias. 

He reviewed the details of the con- 
' ditions under which ex-Governor Sla- 
ton had stopped the building of a par- 
allel road, saying that he believed that 
ex-Governor Slaton had made a mis- 
take, for the railroad would have been 
a benefit and a blessing’ to the people 
of Georgia. He stated that the taxes 
and development of that road would 
now be enlarging the prosperity of 
the state. 

Mr. Spalding claimed that the 
Western and Atlantic had not been 
built as a money-making proposition, 
and that hitherto there had yever been 
any inhibition against parallel roads. 
“They left the doors open, to let the 
State have its development.’ 

The attorney then took up the pro- 
visions of the constitution of 1877, 
which says that if the road its sold, 
the money must be used for paying the 
public debt. “But they put no hin- 
drance or restriction on the incorpora- 
tion of other roads whenever they 

leased,” 

. cited acts of the legislature of 
1880 in defense of his contention. The 
trend of Mr. Spalding’s argument was 
to prove that the past policy of the 
state has been one of free competition 
to all, encouragin development. “Is 
the state,” he asked, “going to reverse 
this policy of competition? Are you 
going to adopt the reverse policy of 
promoting monopoly? If s0, why? 
That's the concrete question before 
this legislature. 

Subject to All Rules. 

“The supremecourt of Georgia has 
decided, in relation to this very West- 
ern and Atlantic road, that when the 
state went into the railroad business, 
it laid down its sovereignty, becoming 
subject to the rules and regulations 
that govern anybody else in that busi- 
ness. That decision has quite recently 
been affirmed. If you pass this bill, 
preventing a road from building a par- 
allel track, you might just as fairly 
prohibit farmers from selling their cot- 
ton until the state farm had sold all 
its cotton. When the state steps down 
from her sovereignty and goes into the 
railroad business, she must compete 
with the other reilroads.”’ 

Mr. Spalding further held that the 
W. & A. didn’t need any monopoly 
yrotection, claiming that the road will 

ring its sound value, whatever it is 
worth. He asked what the state had 
to gain by monopoly, and declared that 
the state could not secure a complete 
mon Ipoly. 

In regard to the advisability of pass- 
ing this bill, Mr. Spalding contended 
that “the state hasn't any power over 
interstate commerce. The _ state of 
Georgia can never efficiently and ef- 
fectively establish a monopoly or sup- 
press competition.” 

Considerine the four W. & A. bills 
separately, Mr. Spalding argued that 
the l’ersons bills were not general in 
their nature, were class legislation, 
and applied to one railroad without 


affecting others; that the Walker bill | 


was very adroit, but would bring about 
the same result; that the Atkinson 
bill in the house was impossible. “The 
Atkinson bill,”’ said Mr. Spalding, “is, 
of course, intended to defeat the move 
to parallel the W. & A. But how are

Error Made in | Report of 
Speech Delivered by 
Hooper Alexander. 


In the report of Hooper Alexander's 
speech before the senate and 
house Western and Atlantic committees 
Wednesday night, Mr. Alexander was 


quoted as declaring that the Louisville | 


and Nashville, the Nashville, Chatta- 
nooga and St. Louis and the Seaboard 
were one and the same road, “the first 
two being controlled by the last.” 
This was, of course, an error, occa- 
sioned by the fact thatthe name of the 
Louisville and Nashville and the Nash- 
ville, Chattanooga and St. Louis had 
been coupled with the Seaboard by Mr. 
Alexander in referring to the use of 
certain terminals and trackage jointly 
by the Western and Atlantic and the 
Seaboard. When, directly following 
these remarks, Mr. Alexander referred 
to the fact that “the Louisville and 
Nashville, the Nashville, Chattanooga 
and St. Louis are practically the same, 
being owned by the Atlantic Coast Line 
railroad,” the reporter inadvertently 
substituted the name of the Seaboard, 
which had before been mentioned in 


connection with the joint use of termi- 
nals,” for that of the Atlantic Coast 
Line, to which Mr. Alexander referred. 

As is well known, there is no con- 
nection between the Seaboard Air Line 
and the Atlantic Coast Line, as these 
two companiés are owned by entirely
